A specific species of a further administration of HIV-anti-therapy as recited in claims 7-9, 
20-24; 

A specific species of particularly administration period and/or cycle of the combination of 
CpG and anti-therapy, see claims 15-19, for example; 

A specific species of CpG containing nucleic acid as recited in claims 25-38, for 
example.DNA motif as claimed in claims 9-14, 106, for example; 

Applicant is further required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species from the 
respective claims as listed and cited above, even though this requirement is traversed.
